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SUBJECT: CANADIAN VIEWS ON APGHANISTAN 

REF: KABUL 3574 

1. TWO CANADIAN EMBASSY OPPICERS PROM ISLAMABAD CALLED ON DCM 
MAY 8, ALTER TRAVELING OVERLAND TO KABUL. THE OPPICERS WERE 
LARRY DUPPIELD, PIRST SECRETARY (COMMERCIAL), AND RONALD AUDETTE, 
PIRST SECRETARY (DEVELOPMENT). THEY WERE THE PIRST CANADIAN 
OPFICIALS TO VIST APGHANISTAN SINCE THE COUP AND WERE HERE TO 
CHECK ON THE SAPETY OP THE 90- PERSON CANADIAN COMMUNITY. 

THEIR EMBASSY HAD RECEIVED MANY INQUIRIES PROM CANADA ABOUT 
WET .FARE AND WHEREABOUTS.THEIR PINDINGS WERE THAT EVERYBODY 
WAS SALE. THE OPPICERS DID NOT PLAN TO CALL ON GOVERNMENT 
OPFICIALS. 

2. THEY REPORTED THAT CANADA EXTENDED RECOGNITION TO APGHANISTAN 
ON MAY 6. AS POR THE CANADIAN AID PROGRAM, OTTAWA'S INSTRUCTIONS 
WERE THAT EXISTING PROJECTS SHOULD BE CONTINUED, BUT NEW PROGRAMS 
SHOULD NOT BE NEGOTIATED NOR SHOULD NEW CANADIAN AID PERSONNEL 
BE SENT TO KABUL POR THE MOMENT. AT THEIR REQUEST, THE DCM 
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GAVE THEM A GENERAL BRIEPING OP THE SITUATION AND THE NEW 
GOVERNMENT. 

3. DCM ASKED IP THEY HAD ANY NEWS ABOUT THE APGHAN AMBASSADOR 
TO PAKISTAN, ETEMADI, WHO HAD BEEN ARRESTED IN KABUL. THEY SAID 
THEY UNDERSTOOD (LIKE US), THAT HE WAS STILL UNDER DETENTION, 

BUT WAS OTHERWISE WELL AND HAD MANAGED TO SEND A MESSAGE TO 
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HIS WIFE IN ISLAMABAD. 

4. REGARDING THEIR OVERLAND TRIP, WHICH OCCURRED TWO DAYS ALTER 
DCM TRAVELED THE SAME ROUTE (SEE KABUL 3685 NOTAL), THEY 
REPORTED SOME APPARENT RELAXATION OE CHECKS ALONG THE WAY. 

WHILE THEY WERE STOPPED SEVERAL TIMES, INCLUDING AT THE TOP OP 
THE KABUL GORGE, THEY WERE ALWAYS WAVED PORWARD AS SOON AS 
THEIR CD LICENSE PLATES WERE NOTICED. TANKS WERE STILL IN 
EVIDENCE IN JALALABAD AND AT THE KABUL GORGE.
